Most new cars made this year or 
designated as 1946 modéls prob- 
ably will not cost the public more 
than 1942 model ceiling prices, 
Price Administrator Bowles said 
tonight in announcing price ceil- 


ing formulae. | 


The formulae will be based on 
1941 costs, plus basic wage and 
material ; increases since 
then, plus “a normal peacetime 
margin of profit.” 

The profit will be based either 
on the manufacturer's own 1936- 


Bowles said OPA had been 
studying cost trends affecting the 
automobile industry for the past 
several months and it had gath- 
ered “as much information as the 
rapidly changing circumstances 
have permitted.” 

“On the basis of this admitted- 
ly incomplete information,” he 
added, “it seems most unlikely to 
me that there will be any general 
increase in the factory leve! of 
automobiles.” 

Pointing out that OPA’s recon- 
wersion formulae were to be ap- 
plied by-each manufacturer on the 
basis of his own experience, he 
said that, if an) ceiling increases 
are called for by OPA’s pricing 
rules, they will be granted.

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Allied Fleet Units 
Push Into Tokyo Bay 
To Prepare Landings 


MANILA, Tuesday, Aug. 28.—(AP)—Airborne American 
units landed in Japan and strong naval forces steamed into 
Tokyo bay today in a historic first occupation of the con- 


quered enemy country. 


The first airborne forces, 150 American engineers and 
communications experts in 48 big transports and Flying 
Fortresses, began landing at the Atsugi airdrome, 18 miles 
southwest of Tokyo at 9 a. m. (7 p. m. yesterday Atlanta 


time). 


They immediately began setting up radio facilities and 
preparing the airfield for the mass arrival of more than 
7,500 airborne troopers, headed by Gen. MacArthur, Thurs- 


day (Japan time). 


Shortly afterward, word was flashed from the Third 
Fleet that a strong task force headed by Rear Adm. Oscar 
C. Badger in the cruiser San Diego, had left the fleet an- 
chorage in Sagami bay and steamed into Tokyo bay. 


Task Force in Tokyo Waters 

The battleship Iowa followed the San Diego through the narrow 
Uraga strait into the Japanese capital's home waters. 

This naval force was to prepare the way for Thursday’s formal 
occupation of the big Yokosuka naval base inside Tokyo bay by 


10,000 sailors and Marines. 


The first force is scheduled to go ashore on three tiny islands 
in the mouth of the bay and see that they are completely neutral- 
ized before the main body of the fleet moves in. 

Winding through the newly swept waters of the strait, which 
only yesterday were heavily mined, the American ships sailed se- 
renely past bristling big guns that stood silent and immobilized in

Shanghai Reverts 


To Chinese; Little 


Hurt in 8 Years 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 27—-P)— 
Shanghai, greatest city of China 
and fabulous international cross- 
roads, with nearly 3,500,000 popu- 
lation, has reverted to Chinese 
control after eight vears of Japa- 


nese occupation, a dispatch from 


the city indicated tonight. 

Radio Tokyo reported that air- 
borne troops of Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-shek’s armies and “part 
of the United States air forces in 
China” began landing in the 
Shanghai area this morning. The 
arrangements were made with the 
Japanese commander, the broad- 
cast, heard in London, said. 

The first dispatch from Shang- 
hai since the Japanese in 1937 
occupied the great port, one of the 
world’s busiest, said underground 
forces of the Chinese national gov- 
ernment had taken over from the 
Japanese. 

The official central news dis- 
patch reported the presence of a 
general representing the Chung- 
king national military council. He 
was quoted as saying that the sit- 
uation there was normal. 

Associated Press Correspondent 
Vern Haughland flew over Shang- 
hai in a Flying Fortress at sunrise 
today and reported the city deck- 
ed with Chinese, American and 
British flags.

Whose City Is Atlanta Anyhow? 


Drivers of the city’s garbage trucks 
went on strike because wages of Negro 
helpers were raised five cents an houf in 
order to allow the city to meet the pre- 
‘vailing wage for such labor and hold the 
men who otherwise would be attracted to 
private employment. 


In January the drivers had accepted a 
seven-and-a-half-per-cent raise and, with- 
out dissent, had heard the head of the local 
federation representing all unions say 
there would be no more demands until 
late fall. 


There is irremovable evidence these 
men were, with or without their knowl- 
edge, manipulated in municipal politics. 
We do not think this was done with the 
knowledge or consent of either candidate. 
Neither would be a party to such an act. 


However, one of the truck drivers’ lo- 
cal’s letters now made public speaks of 
conferences with the opposition candidate 
and asks that a fee of $1 be taken from 
each member for campaign purposes. 


There isn’t much doubt but that the 
leadership of the local now out on strike 
stands convicted by conclusive circum- 
stantial evidence of having imperiled the 
city’s health and of using their local as a 
political club. 


Yesterday this union put pickets about 
the city’s garages. 


This means they seek to stop: 


Ambulances which go to accidents and 
serve Grady hospital. 


All work of the health department, 
particularly that connected with control 
of rodents, mad dogs and so on. 


Their attitude is, “To hell with the 
people of Atlanta. To hell with the sick. 
To hell with the fact that children may 
die of epidemics caused by a breakdown 
in sanitary services. To hell with every- 
body but us.” 


The Constitution does not at all wish to 
be placed in an anti-labor position and 
will not be so placed. Indeed, there are no 
labor issues to discuss. The facts are that 
responsible labor is embarrassed and hurt 
by the action of this irresponsible element 
which, caught in a trap of its own making, 
is willing to destroy all it can rather than 
admit error.

Since that time the Soviets have 
gained in prestige. 

For some reason, not entirely clear, the Soviets always have 
attached enormous importance to Outer Mongolia. 

Now they must have it, or will have it. 


: What will amaze most persons is that the So- 
Communists viets have “abandoned” the Communists of 
North China, who hold a region as great as that held by Chiang 
Kai-shek before the Japanese defeat. 

Not Communists in the meaning of the word—their basis being 
ownership of land, not communal sharing: their members being 
almost entirely small farmers and few ‘industrial workers: their 
Strength lying in agricultural regions, not cities: they nevertheless 
looked to Russia for inspiration. 

One of these days someone with the background and knowledge 
will do an article on the change in foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union. The coming of Stalin meant not merely changes in the 
economic. direction, but in foreign policy. 

_ Under Lenin and the world revolution policy they had their 
fingers burned in China. They burned them, also, in many of the 
smaller nations in the years after the first World War. Their hopes 
for a Communist revolution in Germany were thwarted. When they 
tried to assist Spain in the civil war, with Italy and Germany aiding 
the revolutionists, they moved in very gingerly and with little help. 
The Soviets, as a government, pulled out. A few individuals carried 
on. After Stalin all this ceased. 

While in Moscow a few months ago, engaged in debate with 
Soviet editors, they hooted at the point the Soviets directly aided 
Communist parties in other countries. 

“They must row their own boats,” was the reply. “If they are 
not strong enough to go it alone, then they do not go it.” 

It seems to me this likely js true. They may wish them well 
but more and more it looks as if Stalin is concerned with the 
~ hg Union, The ideology is in the wind. Any who wish may 
isten. 

The enormous strength of the ideology is that it is flexible, as 
China illustrates. Communism takes: many forms, as we see in 
China, Romania, France, where there is an almost fanatical love 
for one’s own piece of land; Greece, Bulgaria, and so on. 

But one thing it has everywhere in common-—it is the politics 
of protest. That is something I wish we could learn. 

Even the central government admitted they had no evidence 
of Soviet aid in war materials, food or goods to the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

So, the Chiang Kai-shek, government will be left with that prob- 
lem. The really able military leader of the Chinese Communists, 
Mao Tse-tung, is to confer with the generalissimo. That is in- 
teresting.

By ‘Free Enterprise’? 


Human liberty is the priceless heritage which 
mankind has, in the past decade, rewon. Yet 
there are necessarily limits to liberty. They come 

at that point where liberty ceases and turns to license. 

Free enterprise is basic to the American economic system. It 
is as important, economically, as is individual liberty socially and 
ideologically. Yet free enterprise must be restrained when it begins 
to evolve into freebootery. 

Liberty degenerates into license when individual actions inter- 
fere with the rights of others, when it endangers public safety or 
brings suffering or disgrace upon someone else. It is then that 
the law steps in. The erring one is told he cannot murder, steal, 
or otherwise disregard the basic rights of others. 

Free enterprise enters the realm of freebootery when it exploits 
the public for its own selfish advantage, without regard to any 
service performed for that public. That is why we have laws 
against usury, against misrepresentation, against ‘‘con”.men, against 
racketeering of all kinds. 

It is no infringement of liberty to prevent the operation of the 
“numbers” racket. Yet specious argument might contend that it 
does limit the free enterprise of the racketeers, for it is a form of 
enterprise to operate the “bug.” 


: The key word which determines the 
service the Keyword value of “free enterprise” is service. 
The man, or corporation, which would freely engage in some 
enterprise must, in these modern times, always remember that 
the true-value of that enterprise is measured not in dollar profit 
but in the value of the public service performed. If the quality 
and the fair price for the goods or service delivered is honest, it 
must follow, other things being properly ¢onducted, that such an 
enterprise will be rewarded with an honest and proper rate of 
profit. Both in dollars and in satisfaction over a contribution to 
the best in life and living 

The world has been torn for a decade by a struggle to preserve 
justice, honor and liberty. The war has been the obvious evidence 
of a revolution still in progress. That revolution will continue in 
the days of peace. It is the revolution against individual and class 
greed, and for human brotherhood and human helpfulness. 

This change in man’s thinking is the real cause behind the 
triumph of the British Labor party in the recent elections. Cuon- 
trary to the belief widely held in America, that the Labor party 
in Britain corresponds to organized labor in the U. S., the victory 
for Attlee and his followers came about chiefly because of the 
votes of the great middle class, the “white collar” people who, 
for once, were not inarticulate, who made their desires known 
through their votes. 

Those desires focus, chiefly, in a determination that the old 
Tory system in Britain, under which a comparatively small class 
enjoyed excessive luxuries of life while millions existed in painful! 
poverty, must go. Whether they succeed or not, the objective of the 
British Labor :party is better living, greater security, finer educa- 
tion for the great mass of the people. They are chiefly interested 
in the men and women and children of the slums, Not in the 


hereditary privileges of a small class of aristocrats. 
The United States operates upon a different 


Our Great Hope faith. Yet there is an interesting object 


lesson to be observed in the evolution of Britain now going on. 

We believe, I think rightfully, in free enterprise. We _ shall 
surmount the problems of reconversion because of the unlimited 
strength of the competitive spirit which finds its fullest expression 
in free enterprise.

But 
there must be, always. proper restraints to halt those who use the 
phrase, “free enterprise,’ only as excuse for plans of tricky and 
selfish exploitation. 

We don’t want excessive government restraints upon business 
and industry. But only the government can effectively protect us 
against the potential freebooters of business, the would-be rack- 
eteers of industry.

Protection in Atomic Bomb 


WASHINGTON.—Fear of our dropping another atomic bomb 
will be a major if invisible policeman, facilitating the orderly occu- 
pation of Japan. Tokyo broadcasts about the accruing deaths from 
the after-effects of radio-activity in the Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
districts aim not only at winning world sympathy, they warn the 
Japanese people of what they may expect if they resist or hamper 
the occupation. 


Supporting the truth of the broadcasts, word must travel from 
lip to lip in the densely populated little home islands of how in- 
finitely more terrible this new American bomb is than the demoli- 
tion and incendiary bombs which wrecked war plants and turned 
cities into seas of flames. 


The Japs are used to earthquakes and typhoons. The worst that 
could happen would be a typhoon following an earthquake. After 
both, they could pay their respects to their dead, care for their 


injured and repair the damage done. 

As-a people, they are habituated to the rule 
Ruled by Force of force. It ruled in the old days when the 
members of the master caste of Samurai never walked the streets 
without wearing swords with which they might cut down a common 
man for a minor offense. By force they spread an empire to the 
borders of India and the northern waters of Australia. 


Now they in the homeland have become subject to a man-made 
supernatural force which Gen. MacArthur can turn on to spread 
the greater equivalent of earthquakes and typhoons which would 
make of Japan a seared and lifeless land. 

MacArthur has not so much as whispered any threat to employ 
an atomic bomb to suppress any resistance to our occupation. He 
is too humane to employ it. But it 1s in Japanese logic that he 
might. P 

But as one who knows the Japanese, his landing of a battle- 
trained and equipped army and the gathering of the mightiest fleet 
of all time in Tokyo bay is not just a parade of power across 5,000 
miles of ocean from our shore. It is convincing proof of the over- 
whelming force at MacArthur's call—force in terms of the kind 
of weapons with which the Japs dreamed they could nail down their 
conquests. . 

They are the most regimented, the most robot of peoples. Their 
Emperor has spoken the word. They know we have the means to 
compel their obediencé. Their way of “saving face” now will be 
in the role of the attentive hosts, watchful for openings by which 
they may profit through their art of ingratiation. They will find 
they cannot trick their new ruler and he will not trick them. To 
know MacArthur and to know Japan is to be convinced that the 
occupation under him will proceed with scheduled percision. 


: ; With the occupation of the main islands of 
Staking Claims Japan promising to go through according to 
plan under Gen. MacArthur, there are divided commands and a 
rush to stake out claims by the victors elsewhere in which bases 
for atomic. bombing are in the reckoning. 

Sentiment calls for the Chinese occupation of Hongkong, which 
has long been British. Roosevelt and Churchill agreed on British 
reoccupation, and MacArthur and Mountbatten arranged the de- 
tails at their recent meetings. It is understood that Stalin gave 
his consent. 

Realism and world interest call for British reoccupation when 
Chiang Kai-shek is short of disciplined troops to meet all the de- 
mands upon him in the present Chinese crisis. 

Northward is the conflict with the Communist army. Russia 
will occupy the great province of Manchuria, at least until such 
time as a unified Chinese government can take over. Russia stakes 
out a further claim by moving into the Japanese Kurile chain oppo- 
site the Aleutians. Capture or repossession appears in the present 
confusion to be the one who gets there first.
